Mr. FrancisE, Wooprver, formerly 
a Commissioner of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs, and a 
most ardent militant bimetallist, has 
sent us a copy of the well-known 
“Springfield Republican,” of the 23rd 
of January last, containing a letter 
fiom himself; and we have great 
pleasure in acceding to his request 
that we shall publish it. It is as 
as follows :— 


China is reported to have suggested 
that if the Treaty Powers require her to 
make tho indemnity payments on a gold 
basis (meaning at the better rate of ex- 
chango between gold and silver on the 
date of the protocol; not on the later 
dates when payments aro made), then they 
should allow her to collect import duties 
on the same basis.

A Notice has been issued from the 
Coast Inspector's Office to the effect 
that the Tungsha Light Vessel is to 
be removed for repairs on or about | 
the Ist of April next, and replaced by 
a lorcha, with two red and two white 
lanterns suspended from her yard- 
arms, and provided with a gong for | 
use in thick or foggy weather. “It 
may possibly happen,” says the Acting 
Deputy Coast Inspector's notice, “that 
one or both of the vertical lights on 
one yard-arm of the temporary Light- 
vessel may be obscured by her own 
mast to a vessel that is approaching 
her when she is swinging across the 
channel.” We are informed by the 
senior pilot here, a man with thir 
five years’ experience, that this notice 
has caused the gravest dissatisfaction, 
if not actual dismay. among the pilots

Uncorroborated Reports. 

‘The latter numbers of the “ North-Ch 
Herald" have had in.“ Notes on Native 
Affaits" some very alarming reports con- 
cerning Boxers in Chéngtu, for not one of 
which can your correspondent find any 
corroboration. There is not and has not 
heen for months a band of armed Boxers, 
or any encampment or entrenchment of 
Boxers ; so far as it canbe seen the Viceroy 
received all needed support from 
Peking; not much was needed. Especially 
in the way of troops, for the Boxers still had 
been Boxers before the present Viceroy 
took office though nuch then remained to 
be done. The people had found out that the 
Boxers, even their leader, had no power 
that rendered them invulnerable to a sword 
in the hands of a swordsman or to a gun 
properly Ioaded and well aimed, When 
the * Titan ” found that with equal chances 
they Il Boxers without ruming 
unequal chances they just cleared them 
but without much aid and sometimes in 
spite of opposition by the regular troops 
or rather the officials of the re; 

The Outlook for the Future. 

The province seems very quiet and to 
residents at its Capital it would seem 
that the Viceroy is receiving the support 
and contidence of the people and that there 
will not be this year a repetition of the dis- 
onlers of last year, unless there should 
be another faihire of the crops. Opium hi

we have a uniformed police that patrol the 
streets with clubs about four feet long.

The Scheme of Union 


between the English Baptists and the 
American Presbyterians in Shantung in 
educational work, of which I wrote you 
some time since, seems in a fair way to 
become an accomplished fact. Word has 
come from London that the English Bap- 
tist Society favours such a union, and the 
attitude of the New York Board is also 
sympathetic, so that with practical un- 
animity on the field in both missions the 
time seems near when actual union will 
take place. If it actually does come to 
pass thero will be a Union Arts College at 
Weihsien, a Presbyterian Station, the 
plant being the property of the Presby- 
terians, 2 Union Theological Institute at 





while a Union Medical School will bo 
located probably at Chinanfu, where 
hoth missions will have — representa~ 
tives, the question of the property of this 
institution not yet having been decided. 
In cach place each mission will be repre- 
sented by an equal number of men in the 
faculty. 

Last week the Governor and Treasurer 
wero engaged in 
‘amining Candidates for Office 
in this province,-in accordance with an 
Imperial decree issued last year ordering 
such examinations to be held. Through 
tho courtesy of a Chinese friend I learn 
that “in complying with this decree all 
expectant officials, from prefect down to 
jail-keoper, were divided into five classes, 
‘und examined on five days last week. Each 
of them was required to write a discourse 
on subjects given them, containing no moro 
than 300 words. ‘The subject for the pre- 
feets was “ Clean-handedness, Carefulness, 
and Diligence are tho watchwords of an 
official: say which is the most important.” 
'Thoso for sub-prefects and magistrates 
were: “The people are the foundation 
of a country;” and “Is there any 
now method of catching robbers?” The 
above subjects wero given out and the 
examinations held by the Governor him- 
self. ions of sub-magistrates 
and stil! inferior officials were held by the 
Treasurcr and his subordinates. After 
reading the compositions the Governor 
and Treasurer will give offices to. those 
who know most fora certain period of 
time, and positions in subordinate places 
to those who are inferior in knowledge, 
tho worst ones being compelled to rettrn 
to their native provinces for further 
study. Very fow, however, perhaps nono, 
will be sent back, yet this is the rule men- 
tioned in the edict.

A New Bell Tower. 

In 1894 a notable landmark of Wuchany 
was burnt down, the ‘Yellow Stork 
Pavilion,” which ‘stoud on the extreme 
slope of the hill which runs right through 
the city from east to west, just where it 
abuts on the river. Since then nothing 
had been done to replace the building, 
which wax a graceful, two-stozied pavilion 
of unmistakably Chinese architecture. Last 
year, huwever, a red briek building began to 
‘se and has now reached a height that 
would equal the height of its predecessor. 
Te may bo the novelty of the material used 
will make the building impressive to th 
}Chinese. To our Western oyes, howeve 
“the old is better.” ‘The new building ix 
tohave a large bell hug. Some say the bell 
ja to be used as a warning of freshets, but 
| freshets scent on the Han and not tn the 
Yangive.

Yamen Injustice. 

A glaring piece of injustice on the part 
of an official has come under my notice 
within the last few days. I withhold 
names for the present, a5 the case is still 
“sub judice,” but they can be provided 
when necessary. A business house in this 
city held last’ year a sum of 10,000 tiao 
of small cash, in behalf of two officials of 
neighbouring hsien, who had joined wi 
some gentry in’a proposal to open a pawn: 
shop in Yungp‘ing. ‘The idea was uot car- 
ried out. and early last year 4,000 tino 
were returned to the magistrate concem- 
ed. Tn the interval he was removed, aud 
the balance of 6,000 tino was paid over to 
acertain member of the gentry acting for 
tho officials, in the last month of the 
year, an int 
yamén to the effect that the money w 
ready. A few days ago, the present in- 
cumbent of tho magistracy sent his rm- 
ners to the shop, demanding immediate 
payment of the 6,000 tiao. Ono of the 
clerks was sent over with the receipts, 
but my lord would listen to no explana: 
tions, had the clerk beaten with 20 blows 
on the face, then chained and placed in 
tho prison usually reserved for the worst 
form of criminals. This done, he sent a

The City of “ Eternal Peace.” 

from which these notes are written, is 
smost pleasantly situated on the banks of 
the river Lan, which flows down from 
Mongolia to the sea, and is surrounded on 
all sides by lofty rugged hills, on one range 
of which the Great Wall can be seen curl- 
ing itself on the summit like an enormous 
serpent. We are thus on the borders of 
a district that is proverbially more or less 
disturbed by mounted brigands, who every 
now and ‘again bring themselves into 
notoriety by their daring wickedness. The 
hig road from Manchuria to Peking, 
along which the Manchu hordes advanced 
when they overthrew the Ming Dynasty 
in 1628, and along which it is popularly 
supposed the Manchus will return when 
they go back to their own land (whenever 
that may come to pass) also runs through 
this city, and just now large bodies of 
men are daily to bo seen going outside 
tho Wall in search of employment. 

‘Tho city itself is a quiet peaceablo place 
with abont, perhaps, 5,000 inhabitants, 
and is historically interesting as having 
heen tho ancient capital of the kingdom 
of Kuchu. Immediately facing the street 
chapel of the English Methodist Mission 
on the North street is a “pai-lou” which 
commemorates the ancient virtues of Po 
Yiand Shu Ch‘, the famons princes of Ku- 
chu. The arch itself is in a state of very 
good repair, being not more than a few 
hundred years old, but the event it com- 
memorates took place more than 3,000 
years ago, in the closing period of ‘tho 
Shang Dynasty long before the classic 
times’ of Confucius. ‘The story, which is 
referred to in the Confucian Analects, 
Part 1, Book 5, Chapter 29, is to the of- 
fect that their father, the king of Ku- 
chu, left the kingdom to the younger bro- 
ther, Shu Ch'i, who refused to tako the 
placo of his elder brother, and fled the 
Kingdom.

| Food in War Tne. 

A very influential association has just been 
formed ‘for the purpose of urgitig upon the 
Government the institution of a sexrching 
inquiry—by means either of a Royal Com 
mission or a Parliamentary Committee 
into the security of our food supply in time 
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|of war. ‘The preliminary list of members 
jincludes no fewer than,Snine dukes, 
| thirty-nine flay officers of the navy, 


one field marshal and five general officors 
of the army, and a host of members of 
Parliament, naval experts and others, to- 
ecther with fftwen representatives of trade 
ions and other organisations of work: 
men. The first meoting was held on 
Inesday at Stafford House, the resi- 
‘ence of the President, the Duke of 
Sutherland. It was made clear that the 
movement was intended to be strictly non- 
political. Some of the members, like Mr. 
Chaplin, did not disguise their belief that 
Protection is the truo means of securing 
an adequate supply—a home-grown sup: 
ply—of food for war timo; but othors, 
| aniong whom were some of tho most pro- 
iminent of the working-class. represent: 
tives, made it equally clear that while in 
favour of an enquiry they will have noth 
ing to do with Protection. An inquiry 
can certainly do no harm, even if it doos 
no good; but it is pretty plain that a 
desire for Protection is at the bottom of 
the movement.

Hostility Against Converts 

in the vicinity of Peking is again becom- 
ing apparent, writes a native correspon- 
dent, and already several severe freo fights 
between the people and R. C. converts 
have been reported from villages belong- 
ing Lianghsiang and Fangshan districts. 
To enable themselves to withstand the 
converts large numbers of the people of 
the above-named two districts aro joining 
the mounted banditti, while the moro 
timid are removing their families and 
effects within the city walls. In this way 
several villages are almost deserted. It 
is feared that there is moro trouble in 
store for tho unfortunate people of Chibli 
province. 

Another Tea Party in Prospect. 

It is reported from Peking, that tho 
Empress Dowager is thinking of giving an- 
other Tea Party to tho ladies of tho 
Foreign Legations before starting for the 
‘Western Mausolea early next April. Per- 
haps this Tea Party is intended to lull 
suspicion; and then, again, perhaps not, 
but these excessive attentions on the part 
of the Empress Dowager remind one of 
tho palmy days just preceding the san- 
guinary operations of 1900.

Special interest attaches to the follow-

supposed that sheep rearing in Japan was 
impossibl 

Some years ago sheep breeding was at- 
tempted at Unzen, a flock of some 450 
sheep of Australian breed having been 
obtained from the Government Shimosa 
farm in the north. The attempt was not 
at first successful, as all but eighty of the 
sheep died, but these seem to have become 
acclimatised, and have bred freely, so that 
the flock now greatly execeds the nu 
ber originally imported. ‘These sheep are 
housed in the neighbourhood of the 
Puken-dal 
roam alt over the hitls 
hood, feeding on the coarse grass. Num- 
bers of them, full-grown sheep and also 
lambs, can be seen from Tken-no-hara 
feeding on the slopes of the adjoining 
hills. “The sheep are raised for the wool, 
and it dovs not seem to have struck the 
owners that they wero in a position to 
supply the good demand that must oxist 
ut Nagasaki for mutton. Indeed, en- 
quiries made in the autumn of 1902 elicit- 
ed the information that the propagation of 
these sheep had been so fur beyond all 
expectation that the flock had inereased 
to upwards of 2,000, and had grown be- 
yond tho local capacity for their accom: 
imodation. The Shimabara Kencho are 
the owners of the sheep, and have tried 

small flocks to 
hope that 
they can be propagated in other 
paris of the country as they have been on 
tho slopes of the Unzen hills, and if such 
experiments aro successful there will be 
a prospect that before many years have 
clapsed the rearing of sheep throughout 
Japan will be a successful and welcome 
industry.

The Likin Charge. 

Soveral hours were ocenpied in co: 
pleting the hearing of the charge against 
a runner attached to a likin station of 
tho native city, of hoarding a boat within 
the houndaries’ of the Settlement for the 
purpose of collecting likin. 

Mr. Loftus E. P. Jones now appeared 
to proscente on behalf of the Municipal 
Council while Judge Lamme defended. 

Tn a brief review of his evidence Mr. 
Jones said a wine merchant named Chang 
some time at the end of last year was 
expecting three boat loads of wine and. 
according to enstom. he went to the likin 
affico and arranged to pax $30 in full 
satisfaction of all likin claims in respect 
of the consignment. The boats arrived 
at separate times and the second. owing 


























to a strong tide flowing, did not stop at 
the 


station as the others did. but 
right on to the Honzkew ereck. where 
it was anchored. Thereupon the likin 
officials boarded the haat. seized 16 inr- 
of wine and took it back to their station. 
The $30 wonld have been paid after the 
val of the third bont. When the 
siezure took place the merchant 
likin station and after some di 
paid the amonnt arranged and it wa: 
promised that the wine should he retuned 
to him, bnt in consequence of correspon 
dence between the likin station and the 
wine guild there was delay in surrender: 
the wine and Chang went to the police. 
Ys was through that action of his that the 
Council hecame aware of the illegal 
sciaure. The police made inquiries and 
the headman at the small likin station 
zave the names of fortr men who had made 
the seizure. Prisoner was one of these 
and he was arrested. Action had been 
delayed with the object of securing the 
arrest of the other three men but that 
find not been accomplished. He (Mr. 
Tones) understood that it was not denied 
that the wine had heen seized bnt that the 
Aefonce was that the seizure took place 
‘on the Chinese Bund and not at Hongkew. 
Hie should direct his evidence mainly to 
that. point in consequence. 


The wine morchant Chang, in evidence. 
said he was in the habit of buying wine 
for all the merchants of Shanzhai. He 
anade the arrangement with the likin 
authorities to pay $30 for the dues on 
three boatloads of wine. After the arrival 
of the first he went to tho office and ex: 












































plained that tho other two had been de- 
layed by great wind. At a little after 
ie o'clock on the fifth day of the first 
noon the second boat arrived at Shanghai 
and Iecause of the strong tide flowing 
did not stop at the likin station but went 
on to tho Hongkew creek, where it 
anchored under the Seward Road bridge. 
One of tho men aboard her was sent to 
the likin station to report her arrival. 
About four o'clock next day the runners 
arrived fo examine the cargo and the boat- 
man told them it was the property of wit- 





ness, who had already arranged for 
the likin, but they remored the wino by 





force. On the following day witness went 
to tho koongsoo. Tho headman was out, 
but witness saw tho accountant, who said 
the likin people knew the wino belonged 
to him. He went againt to the koongsoo 
‘on the 9th of the Ist moon and was told 
his wine had heen removed to the likin 
office. On the 10th, he went to tho likin 
office only to be told the wino had been 
sent back to the koongsoo, He was ablo 
to identify his wine by two Chineso 
characters on it. Ho went to tho koong- 
<oo again on the 18th and was told a letter 
had been written to the head likin 
office, but on going to the head office next 
ay the official said he had received two 
otters, one asking that he (Chane) should 
he heavily punished for evading likin pay- 
ont, the other. that he “should” be 
leniontly dealt with. On hearing this ho 
went to the Municipal police to recover 
his wine, which he valued at $50. He 
obtained the names of the four runners, 
inchding prisoner, who seized the wine, 
at the koongsoo. 

“Cross-examined—He did not know ho 
was evading the likin tax; ho would have 
paid the $30 on the arrival of tho third 
hoat. He did not, report the matter to 
the police immediately because it was 
promised the wine should be returned to 
him. It was not till proceedings against 
him were threatened that he went to tho 
polica, . 

Re-examincd—It was written plainly in 
the letter to the likin office from tha 
koongsoo that 16 jars of wino had been 
seized from the boat in tho Hongkew 
creek. 

Judge Lamme maintained that this 
letter should be produced, but the ob- 
jection was overruled. 

Tho boatman whose boat had been hired 
by Chang to bring down this second load 
of wine described his arrival at Shanghai, 
his passage by the likin station owing to 
the tide and his anchoring in the ercek. 
About three o'clock next day, he said, 
three men came on board and one more 
gentlemanly in appearance looked on from 
the Seward Road bridge. They came to 
seize some of the wine; witness objected, 























but they took 16 jars, put it in a small bont 
and went away. 
Cross-examined—Chang had told him to 





go to the Wharf on the Chinese Bund, but 
the tide carried him past. 

‘A second boatman, belonging to another 
boat, said he was moored alongside tho 
last witness and saw the seizure as he had 
described it. 

A native detective stated that on tho 
23rd of the first moon he visited the likin 
office and saw the jars of wine which had 
been scized. Tho officials said they 
received it from the koongcoo. Chang was 
with witness and they went on together 
to the koongsoo, where an official inside the 
counter gave them four names as of thoso 
whe seized the wine. Witness paid two 
subsequent visits to the likin station and 
exentutally arrested prisoner, who, in tho 
charge room at the police station ad- 
mitted that he seized the wine, but, said 
it was done on the Chinese bund and not 
in the Hongkew creek. 

Cross-examined—He only knew from 
hearsay that the seizure was at Hongkow. 
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Re-examincd—But ho had been shown 
the place under the Seward Road bridge 
where it was said the boat had been lying 
at the time. = 

Detective Sergeant McDowell said on 
the 20th February he accompanied Chang 
to the head likin’ station and there 
saw the 16 jars. He questioned the 
officials and they said the seizure was made 
va smaller station. They produced a 
Chinese letter. 

Judge Lamme again objected to re 
ference to this letter without its produe- 
tion, 

Witness was, however, allowed to say 
that he particularly noticed a statement 
in the letter that the wine was seized at 
Honskew. He subsequently went to the 
smaller station and got the names of the 
four men, for whose arrest he obtained a 
warrant. native detective sent to the 
city failed in a week to sceure an arrest 
and eventually he went himself on the Ist 
of March in company with the detective 
and they arrested prisoner, who admitted 
the seizure, though he denied the locality. 

Cross-examined—The men at the head 
likin office said Chang had been accused 
of ovading the payment of likin. The first 
































witness beard of Chang’s payment of the 
$30 was in Mr. Jones's office. Chang had 





told him that he did not report” tho 
matter to the police at first as he was 
constantly doing business with the likin 
olfice and wanted to avoid trouble. 

‘This concluded the prosecution. 

Vor the defence Judge Tamme first 
urged that Chang was endeavouring to 
evade payment of a proper tax, It was 
a peculiar and perhaps convenient: tide 
that had carried this boat past the likin 
station and. it was a suspicious circum- 
stance that no complaint had been mado 
until three weeks after the wine had been 
scized, as was alleged, in the Settlement. 
‘Vho prosecution had not been able either 
to «ive clear proof of the contents of the 
letter to which reference had been made 
as containing a statement that the seizure 
took place in Hongkev 

The Secretary to the koongsoo said the 
wine had been brought to that 
wax removed to the likin offic 
came to claim it with a guarantor for the 
ent of the likin dues and was given 

n order of release. 

Cross-examined—He was not present 
when Chang called and had not seen him 
before to-day. He did not see Chang pay 
the $30. 

A native wine merchant said on the 24th 
of the first’ moon Chang came to 
his house and eaid he was in difficulties 
with the likin tax office and would be 
glad of assistance. Ho arranged with the 
tax office and told Chang he had managed 
that his cargo should pass and that, as 
ho was not in flourishing circumstances, 
ho would not be fined the full amount but 
only the actual amount of the tax. Chang 
aid not tell him exactly where the cargo 
was seized but implied he had been wrong 
and wanted assistance. 

Cross-examined—Chang told him noth- 
ing of an agreement with the likin office 
to pay $30 for the three boatloads. He 
did not see the boat at the wharf, nor had 
he seen any of the wine. 

Re-examined—He knew a n had 
been sent in to the native city police in 
regard to Chang. 

‘Another wine merchant said he was 
told that certain cargo of Chang's had 
Deon seized and he received a card from 
the koongsoo which would enable him to 
yet delivery of the wine at the likin offier 
and hand it over to Chang. 

Cross-examined—He happened to be in 
the koong-o0 at the time and was given 
this card because he was known to them 
‘as a wine merchant and was accepted a: 
fa guarantee for Chang. He did not see 
any money paid in the likin office. 
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Defendant was also questioned and said 
that on the Sth of the Ist moon, seeing 
the boat passin: station, he in- 
quired if its cargo had been examined 
and finding it had not was dispatched in 
pursuit. “Che boatman ssid he would 
anchor at Hong! as the tide was 
strong and would settle matters after 
wards, On the evening of the Gth Chang 
came to the tax office to explain that he 
did not intend to evade payment, and to 
ask for the release of the cargo but that 
could not be done. He (prisoner) knew 
nothing more of the matter till his arrest. 

Cross-examined—The wine was seized 
at a jetty on the Chinese bund but not 
at Hongkew. The officials called 
upon the boat to anchor as it event 
did, There were 200 jars in the boat. 



































esplained that the word used 
was not “soot but the name for 
the rivor-space opposite the Chinese bund. 
The other zoods in the boat had not been 
stamped as passing the station. 

Judge ved his ri 
other address. 

Mr. Jones, summing up, laid stress on 
the admission of the seizure and main 
tained that the evidence of the proseen 
tion made a connected and feasible story. 
all pointing to the fact that the seizure 
was made at Hongkew. ‘The Court had 
nothing to do with the fact that the bo: 
passed tho likin station, whether by mis: 
take or accident. It was no doubt a 
natural action on the part of the likin 
authorities to follow it and try to recover 
their tax, but it was illegal to have done 
so in tho Settlement. The Municipal 
< had nothing to say in. regard 
‘self which was no doubt a 
perfectly right ono. But in view of the 
fact that it was very easy for runners to 
collect. likin illegally in the Settlement 
the Council were bound to ask the Court 
if they convicted to pass a severe sen 
tence. He hoped the Court would 
regard the matter more seriou: 
than they apparently had done when 
considering the question of bail. — There
